New York, Nov. 5.—[By the Asgoci- 
ated Press.) By the Valparaiso cable 
advices'come by wire from Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Brazil, regarding the causes lead- 
ing up to the presenttrouble. It seems 
to have had its origin ina row in the 
legislative chamber. The Senate 
passed a bill to establish the responsi- 
bility of the President for his different 
acts. Da Fonseca refused to accept 
what he termed dictation as ‘to his 
rights by Congress, and ordered 
the troops under arms, which violently

Many fights took place 
between them and the soldiers. Riots 
broke out all over the city. The 
troops, under orders, fired upon the 
rioters, killing many. Martial law was 
proclaimed. Censorship of the press

Da Fonseca then made an address to 
the troops, and finally succeeded in 
quelling the riots. The army chiefs 
then asked. Da Fonseca to become -dic- 
tator. He demurred, then complied. 
He issued a decree, defending his posi- 
tion regarding the Senate and dissolv- 
ing Congress. He said the dictatorship 
would Jast until the political revolution 
ended and lawmakers learned to keep 
pace with republican ideas, He dis- 
claimed any intention of prolonging it 
after peace was restored throughout

“ CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE, 


Da Fonseca and Congress Could not Pull 
Together. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The Herald’s Rio de 
Janeiro correspondent cables as fol- 
lows: ‘The fight, so long maintained 
between Congress on. the.one side and 
President Da Fonseca and the goveru- 
ment on the other, has reached its cul- 
mination. For quite a time there has 
been differences over financial affairs. 
Measures pressed by the Legislature 
have been vetoed by the chief magistrate 
and changes advocated by the president 
were voted down by Congress. Re- 
cently an attempt was made to curb 
the power of the chief executive. The 
fact that De Fonseca is a military man 
led many to fear, or to pretend to fear, 
that he might proclaim himself dicta- 
tor. To prevent any such contingency 
Congress a short while ago passed a 
law fixing the process of impeachment 
of the president. Da Fonseca vetoed 
the measure. His veto was overridden 
by Congress. As soon as this action 
was made known to Da Fonseca, he be- 
came very much excited and thereupon 
dissolved Congress. Martial law was 
proclaimed throughout Rio de Janeiro 
and other state -foyming the confed- 


What the upshot will be no one can 
say. The feeling here is one of great 
fear of what may follow. The dissolu- 
tion of Congress may result in the choice 
of another president. Da Fonseca was 
not chosen by the people, but by Con- 
gress. In case of an uprising Da Fon- 
seca would have the army and navy 
solidly at his back, Opposition to mili- 


cable and telegraph messages are sub- 
jected tocensorship. The same is true 
of the news agencies. — 

Lonpon, Nov. 5.—Very little news is 
obtainable here in regard to the revo- 
lution in Brazil. Only traffic cable 
messages are allowed by the Brazilian 
authorities to be transmitted to Eu- 
rope from Brazil, and even these mes- 
sages are carefully studied by officials 
to make sure that they are not cipher 
messages, 

The latest, cable news received in this 
city, before ‘the censorship was estab- 
lished over telegraph offices in Brazil 
was to the effect that Rio de Janeiro, 
the capital, was full of soldiers quart- 
ered in barracks-and in the public build-. 
ings, camped in public sqares and bil- 
leted upon hotels and other places. 
The continued ill health of President 
Da Fonseca and the political intrigues 
as to the choice of his successor are said 
to be at the bottom of the uprising 

It is said there has been fighting in 
the streets of Riode Janeiro, but the 
report cannot be verified. A dispatch 
published here asserts that Da Fonseca 
is suffering severely from cancer. 
Little or no news as to the real state of 
affairs at Rio de Janeiro can be ob- 
tained un der’'the present conditions. 


DA FONSECA'S ACTION.

that the constitution will be respected, 
andthe government be answerable for 
all national engagements. Governors 
of leading provinces have congratulated 
President Da Fonseca upon his success 
in maintaining order. 

Rio'pE JANEIRO, Nov. 5.—The situa- 
tion is unchanged. The crisis arose 
from Congress accusing President Da 
Fonseca with having unwarrantably as- 
sumed the sovereign power. Freedom 
of the press is suspended. The em- 
bargo has been removed from cipher 
telegrams, but press telegrams and 
newspaper comments are subjecttoa 
vigorous censorship. 


A BRAZILIAN'S VIEWS. 


The Reciprocity Treaty and England's 
Jealousy Cause the Trouble. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Seflor Da Paulo Coelho, 
editor of the United States of Brazil, 
and a.constant correspondent of most 
important officials at Rio, had the fol- 
lowing to say this afternoon rélative to 
the trouble in the South American re- 
public; 

“There is no revolution in Brazil, nor 
will there beone. The existing troubles 
may be traced to the English and their 
great ‘chagrin at the treaty of reci- 
procity recently made with this coun- 
try. Ever sincé President Da Fonseca 
signed the treaty English agents have 
been howling into the ears of the 
younger Congressmen the great injus- 
tice done Brazil and the vast sums of 
monéy thereby lost. Thus impelled, the 
younger Congressmen have carried on 
the fight. hen this became apparent 
to Da Fonseca he said to these Congress- 
men, ‘‘Go,’? and to prevent the sending 
ont of unfounded and lying reports, he 
placed a censorship on the cable, etc. 
Soon the smoke will clear away and you 
will find the outcome to be one of peace 
and progress, The markets are opened 
to America, and England is, as ever, 
envious but discreet.”’

An Ugly Story About a San Francisco 
Superior Judge. 


Charged with Receiving Money for His

San Francisco, Nov. 5,—[By the pone 
ciated Press.| The Examiner says that 
Mrs. Calyin Somers, who testified be- 
fore the grand jury today gave some 
sensational testimony. The suit of 
Joseph W. Reay against Treadwell, But- 
ler and Owens was instituted many 
years ago by plaintiff to confirm his 
title to a tract of landin this city now 
valued at over #1,000,000, The case 
was assigned to Judge Walter Levy by 
the late Judge Edmonds, and Levy gave 
a decision for the Treadwell estate. 

It was in connection with the render- 
Ing of this judgment and the rumored 
expenditure of $30,000.in fixing the 
case thatthe grand jurv is investi- 
gating. 

Mrs. Somers testified that Judge Ed- 
monds was paid $1000 to assign the 
case according to the wishes of defend- 
ants. Referring to the dispositiqn of 
the $80,000, Mrs. Somers said that 
Judge Levy got a portion’ of it, and 
Chris Buckley another share, while a 
third person was given a large sum. 

Judge Levy when interviewed, de- 


clined to make any statement further 


than tosaythat the rumors affecting 
him had their origin in the spite of a 
few lawyers who had lost cases in his 
court.

San- 
tiago has been startled by the discovery 
of a conspiracy against the new gov- 


ernment with its center. in that city, 


anda branch at Buenos Ayres. It is 
aileged that $2,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed to carry out the plans of the 
conspirators. Sefior Juan McKenna, one 
of the politicai refugees in the United 
States legation, is accused of being the 
chief party in the movement. The 
other principal persons concerned are 
said to be officials formerly under Bal- 
maceda, but now on’ parole. The main 
object of the conspiracy is said to have 
been the assassination of Col. Canto, 
commander of the Congressional land 
force. It is said that dice were cast to 
decide who should kill him, and it fell 
to the lot of Lieut. Col. Gandarrillas of 
Balmaceda’s army to do so. 

The exposure of. the plot is said to 
have been due to the fact that one of 
the conspirators repented of his com- 
plicity in it and informed Barras Arana, 
the well-known. Chilean historian. 
Se£or Arana made known the facts to 
the governinent. Lieut. Col, Gandar- 
rillas was arrested and taken to prison. 
The police:are now devoting all their 
energies to the task of unraveling the 
plot. Great indignation prevails both 
at- Santiago and this city. 

It-is said that peopie in prominent 
circles are implicated and that the ¢on- 
spirators to the number of forty-five 


met at a house owned by Seiior Cullero. | 
The conspiracy had progressed so far 


that committees had been formed to 
carry out the different parts of it. Itis 
reported that ex-Gen, Velasquez was 
also one of the prime figures in the plot. 
Preparations had been made for a con- 
unction with Balmaceda’s friends in 
eoees Ayres. Minister Gerrero has 
received threats from them."

HELD UP. 


Robbed Near 
Omaha—A Big Haul Made. 


-~Omana (Neb.,) Nov, 5.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.| The Missouri Pacific 
train, which left Omaha last night, was 
held up by four masked men at West- 
side, a suburb, at 11 o'clock. They 
covered the engineer and fireman with 
rifles and revolvers. By -threaten- 
ing to blow open the door of 
the mail car with dynamite, they 
induced the clerk to admit them, and 
they plundered the car. The officers 
refuse to give any information as to the 
amount of money taken, but it is said 
large sums for Kansas City and St. 
Louis banks, were secured. The amount 
taken is put at #6000. 

Kansas City, Nov. 5. —The Missouri 
Pacific passenger train which was 
robbed near Omaha on its arrival here 
today looked as if it had gone through 
awar. The front door of the express 
car was broken into splinters and all 
the cars were more or less perforated 
with bullet holes. The express officia}s 
assert that the robbers got /only 
$285.83, but the general belief is that 
they got $6,000. Fireman Blanchard 
asserts that there were four robbers, 
and that. moré than a hundred shots 
were fired by them.

PENSION MATTERS. 


Recommendations in Aasistant Secretary 
Bussey's Report. 
Wasuinetos, Nov. 5. [By the Asso- 


Bussey of the Interior Department has 
filed a report for the last fiscal year. 
The report is confined to a review of 
the work of the Board of Pension Ap.- 
peals. The report shows that on Janu- 
ary 1, L891, there were 5028 appeals 
pending before the toeard;“as against 
5050 0n Joly 1, 1890. Mr. Bussey 
points ont several defects in the pen- 
sion legislation, and makes a number of 
recommendations looking to their cor- 
rection. He asks that Congress be re- 
quested to enacta law that shall ex- 
pressiy authorize the department to 
treat all improper, illegal and excessive 
payments of pensions, whether caused 
by frand or mistake, as payments to be 
charged against the current pension 
with a view to readjust or equalize cur- 
rent pension payments within the dis- 
cretion of the secretary. : 

He suggests thatin cases of ‘‘insane, 
idiotic or otherwise helpless children’ 
of deceased pensioners, of pensionable 
age the limit be abolished, so as admit 
such children atany date to the pén- 
sioh roll. Healso recommends that per- 
sons who served in the Confederate 
army and afterwards enlisted in the 
navy of the United States be given uu- 
der the same pensionable right accorded 
those who served the Confederate cause 
and then enlisted inthe army of the 
United States.

The Corpse of a Young Lady Found - 


on Railway Tracks. 


It Had Been Horribly Mangled by a Pass- 


in Train, but the Police Think 
it was a Case of 
Murder. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaso, Nov. 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Amysterious tragedy which is 
exciting much interest, elicited a pro- 
vokingly unsatisfactory verdict by the 
Coroner’s jury here today. The victim 
was a well dressed, but unidentified 
girl of 18 to 20 years, who must have 
been very beautiful in life, Her man- 
gled body was found in a lonesome 
railroad yagd near Artesian avenue and 
Kenzie street in the maze of tracks 
and standing freight cars, 

The theory has been advanced that 
the*young woman was murdered and 
her body thrown on the track in order 
to make it appear that death was acci- 
dental. The circumstance that no 
blood was found on the rails or roadbed 
favors the suggestion of foul play. It 
is argued that if the girl was instantly 
killed on the track the scene of 
slaughter would be _ blood-spattered. 
While the front of the woman’s clothes 
are spattered with gore not a drop had 
flowed on the ground. 

Police Capt. Kipley said: ‘The most 
remarkable circumstance of the case is 
that no one has 
woman or report 
such a girl missing.’ The unfortu- 
nate was a blond with perfect features 
andcurly hair. She wore considerable 
jewelry and several bangles, which 
bore the inscriptions: ‘‘Effie,’’ ‘*Will,’’ 
“J. At the inquest, switchmen 
gave evidence confirming the murder 
theory, saying that that when the body 
was discovered it was cold. Notwith-

GLILTY AS CHARGED, 


Three Indian Murderers Con- 
victed Before Judge Ross, 


The Story of the Crime Told by the 
Victim's Squaw. 


Brutal Manner In Whichvthe Old Man 
was Killed. 


The Hoy Forgery Trial Commenced—Chi- 
nese Murder Case—The Tononl- 
Dominguez Suit — Sapreme 
Court Decision. 


In the United States Circuit Court, 
yesterday, the trial of the case against 
three Indians, named respectively, 
Moefan-qui-di-ver, Chu-dpl-en-u and 
Ham.-ah-sa-la-nu, charged with the mur- 
der of Cap-e-da-ar, au old ‘medicine 
man,’’ at the Yuma reservation on De- 
cember 11, 1890, by choking and 


-kicking him to, death, was commenced 


before Judge Ross. and the following 
jury: A. J. Bennett, J. Dietrich, C..E. 
de Camp, W. S. de Van, H. T. Finney, 
J. Hanly, W. B, Herriott, J. L. Hunt, 
L. J, Mathews, A. C. Shafer, E. L. 
Witte and J. D. Young. United States 
District Attorney Cole appeared on, be- 
half of the prosecution, while the de- 
fendants were represented by Walter 
T. J. Ross, Esq. 

The principal witness for the prosecu- 
tion was Cu-ah-il, the aged squaw ofthe 
murdered man, who testified to having 
been an e¢ye-witness to the murder, 
which was a cold-blooded and brutal 
one, the victim, a decrepit old man 
being knelt upon by Mo-jan-qui-di-ver, 
a sturdy young buck, who strangled him 


with his hands, the other two defendants 


aiding and abetting him in his ghastly 
task. The witness covered the body 
over with a blanket and watched by it 
after the murderers had left, until mid- 
night, when they returned, carried the 
corpse away and buried it. In order to 
prevent her from telling anyone of the 
crime she had witnessed, the three mur- 
derers threatened to serve her in the 
same manner if she ever mentioned it, 
and kept her hidden on the reservation 
for several months. 

A number of other Indians gave cor- 
roborative evidence against the defend- 
ants, who setup the flimsy defense that 
the deceased died a natural death of old 
age. 

j jury after-a brief deliberation re- 
turned into court at 3:30 o'clock with a 
verdict of guilty, whereupon the three 
defendants were remanded to the cus- 
tody of the marshal to await sentence. 

THE "OY FORGERY TRIAL. 

When the case against John C. Hoy, 
charged with having forged the signa- 
ture of Morris M. Green to a mortgage 
with intent to defraud O. A. Stassforth 
of the sum of $4000 thereby, was 
| called for trial by Judge McKinley in 
Department Six, yesterdy morning, 
the defendant’s counsel, Messrs. Sher- 
man and Bacon, moved the court for a 
continuance, onthe ground that their 
client was too sick to appear. In sup- 
port of this motion Dr. E. R. McDonald, 
the defendant’s physician, and James 
E. Dunlap, were called and examined to 
show that Hoy had complained of 
various ills. Assistant District Attor- 
ney McComas, who appeared to prose- 
cute the case, vigorously opposed the 
motion, ‘which. he denounced as a 
scheme to postpone the trial of Hoy un- 
til the case against Ed L. Baker, who 
was charged with the same offense, 
had been tried. Drs. H. G. Brainerd, 
M. L. Moore andL. M.’ Powers, who 
had been sent up to examine Hoy at the 
County Jail, were then called tq show 
that there was nothing the matter with 
him, and upon hearing their testimony 
and that of G. W. Aiken, the Court de- 
nied the motion, and ordered that the 
defendant appear for trial at 10 o’clock 
p.m., a recess being taken meanwhile. 

Upon reconvenin that hour, the 
defendant appeared in court with his 
counsel, and the work of selecting a 
jury was proceeded with, occupying the 
time of the court until 3:30 o’clock, 
when the following were sworn to try 
the case: W. Ashmead, T. F. Bixby, J. 
F. Branch, W. Carruthers, J. -Cum- 
mings, P. Dolley, F 
A. Day, J.Q. Hutton, S.° K. Jones, J. 
Settright and W, W. Young. 

The complainant, O. A, Stassforth, 
then took the witness stand, and re- 
iterated the story of the attempt made 
by Baker and Hoy to swindle him, 
which be had twice been called upon to 
tell in the Justice’s Court upon the pre- 


liminary examinations of the two men. 


He was still under examination when 
court adjourned for the day, and con- 
tinued the’ case until 10 o’clock this 
morning. 

ONINESE MURDER. TRIAL. 

The second trialoithe case against 
Sier Yuen, the Chinese gardener, 
charged with having murderéd his em- 
ployer, Wong Fong Deck, at his ranch 
at La Caflada, on April 20. last, was 
commenced before Smith in De- 
partment:One yesterdy, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Phibbs and M. E. C. Mun- 
day, Esq., appearing for the prosecu- 
tion, and Messrs. G. W. Wells and J.

Tue St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the New York Tribune draws this piti- 
ful picture of the starving peasantry in 
portions of Russia: 


The only available food of some millions 
of people is now what is called ‘hunger 
bread.” The only ingredients of this that 
bears any relation to proper food consists 
of mill-sweepings and mill-yard scrapings. 
This latter is simply the upper layer of the 
ground surrounding the mill. It contains. 
of course, a certain percentage of flour and 
grain that has been trampled into the soil, * 
but which has become almost entirely rot- 
ten. The remainder of the ‘“hunger-loaf”’ 
is made up of the bark of trees, moss, and 
the leaves and roots of various weeds. 
Even for this vile stuff the Starving people 
have to pay more than the usual price of 
wholesome bread. How wholesome the 
‘““hunger-loaf’’ is may be imagined from the 
fact that farmers will not feed the mill- 
Sweepjngs—its best ingredient—to their 
cattle, because, as they Say, it causes 
Spasms and bloating and fatal diseases, 
and does not even temporarily satisfy the 
cravings of hunger. And vet that isthe only 
food that is being into millions of hu- 
man stomachs. Worse than this, in many 
places this “hunger-food" is made entirely 
without a trace of grain, its component 
parts being dark, chopped straw, pig-weed, 
and the powdered excrement of cattle. 
This is the only food of millions. 

Even along the railroads thousands of 
gaunt, hungry and dying people are seenin 
flocks. They have abandoned their homes 


| and are dying of pestilence by the score. , 


Tae stockholders of the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Union at their meeting yesterday 
showed that they mean business and 
know how to go at it. After hearing 
the report of their secretary and man- 
ager on last season's transactions, 
which makes a fair showing, consider-

Common Sense in Architecture, 

It would be a fine thing if a new 
school of architecture could be estab- 
lished, which should have for its cardi- 
nal principle common sense, We do 
not wish to imply that there is not com- 
mon sense toa greater or less extent in 
most of oar modern‘houses, but we do 
‘assert that the common sense idea is 
being rapidly relegated to second, third 
or fourth place in many of the dwel- 
lings planned by architects or ‘built 
out of a book.’’ The prevalent craze 
seems to be foran ornate and unique 
exterior, no matter what else may be 
sacrificed to secure it. The ambitious 
architect. who obtains ‘‘free swing’’ 
from a wealthy cilent seems to pro- 
pose this sort of problem to himself: 
“Given a certain sum of money to ex- 
pend, how many gables, towers, Queen 
Anne leantos, semi-circular verandas, 
Romeo and Juliet balconies, three- 
cornered windows and factory chimneys 
can 1 obtain?’ The more the merrfer.’’ 
It is’ possible the ,next proposition he 
considers is, ‘‘How few and how small 
and what ill-shaped rooms will this man 
put up with for the expenditure of so 
much money.’’ We say it is possible 
that the architect may consider this 
second proposition; it is not certain 
that he always does. The overweening 
ambition in this land of pretty cottages 
and ornate villas seems to be to build 
something a little different from any- 
thing preyionsly devised under the sun, 
and a little more odd and striking. To 
suggest that.this esthetic fancy may be 
carried to far, even from the standpoint 
of good taste, let alone good sense—to 
say that it is possible to load a house 
with “gingerbread work’’ so that it 
looks dowdyish and vulgar, like an 
over-dressed woman, is only to utter 


a truism which ‘even the most 
decorative architect must admit. 
And ‘yet many ‘of them do it 


continually, and with each repeated 
effort they seem trying to outdo them- 
selves and all their fellows. Is it their 
fault, or is it the fault of their clients 
who demand such houses? Probably a 
good deal of both. But the fault lies 
primarily with the architects, who de- 
vise and lead off with such conceits and 
make pretty pictures-of them and urge 
them upon people who build. Of course 
the craze being once started, it is not 


perhaps, of any dozen of them, to stem: 
the tide. They must drop in with the 


sweeps past them tothe regular ginger- 
bread artists. .To some we will do the 
credit of conceding that they plan such 
overloaded architecture, not bécause 
their wn taste is at fault, but because 
they are instructed to do _ so. 
Some we will acquit of the unpar- 
donable sin of bad taste by impeaching 
their honesty. They know better, but, 
because gingerbread is very ‘‘fetch- 
ing’? and runs rapidly into money for 
themselves and the builders, they pro- 
pose it and urge itas a sine qua non. 
In any event, it is apparent that public 
taste in architecture js being vitiated ; 
and it is better that the craze for over- 
ornamentation should be exposed and 
denounced, tothe end that a healthy 
reaction may set in and preventthe un- 
mistakable mark of ‘‘shoddy”’ from be- 
ing stamped on two-thirds of the cot- 
tages and half the more pretentious 
buildings of the future. 

If it were in our power to establish a 
code of ethics for architecture it would 
be. something like this: 

No dwelling should be built with the 
manifest design of making it appear as 
though it had cost three or four times 
as much as it did. That's an architect- 
ural confidence game that never wins. 

A dwelling may be painted any color 
of the rainbow, but not all of the colors 
atonce. _ 

No house costing more than $10 
should have stucco and broken glass 
bottles worked in for outside decora- 
tion. 
Side shingles, which dn 


m are lim- 
ited to a plain scallop o in coffin- 
head cut,. should never 1 over the 


basement story. 

The ridge ornament may) be in any 
fancy design, but should never exceed 
one-half the height of thepbuilding. 

A Queen Anne roof should always 
clear the front gate and never run fur- 
ther back than the woodshed. 

No cottage costing less than $4000 
should have more than four gables; 
$5080, five gables; $6000, six gables, 
and so forth. 

Same rule as to dormer windows. No 
semi-circular veranda should ever be 
attached to a three-cornered house. 

No chimney should be turned out of 
doors when there is danger that the 
chimney may be taken for the house or 
the house taken for the chimney. 

No house costing less than $10,000 
should have a forte coucher.

Loss of a Vessel: Near Point Barrow—A

His Mission to Get. .thie. Reciprocity 


Treaty Modified. . 


Island Sugar Producers Think the McKin- 
ley Tariff is Injuring Them—Annex- 
ation Still Being Agitated 
Among the Natiyes. 


WasarneTon, Nov. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Dr. Mott Smith; Min- 
ister of Finance’ of Hawaii, arrived at 
Washington today, accompanied - by C. 
K. Bishop of Honolulu, .ex-Minister of 
the Cabinet and at presént president of 
the board ofeducation. Dr. Smith called 
on Secretary Blaine this morning. His 
special mission is to secure a modifi- 
cation of the reciprocity .treaty be- 
tween this country and Hawaii, the op- 
erations of which, so-far. as Hawaii is 
concerned, have been seriously affected 
by the operations of the new United 
States tarifflaw. As this law grantsa 
bounty to the producers of sugar, the 
benefits heretofore reaped by Hawa- 
iian producers from the free admission 
of their sugar into the. United States 
under the provisions of the treaty: are. 
negatived. 

Dr. Smith will also call the attention 
of the Secretary to the matter of laying’ 
a cable between the Upitea States and 
Honolulu. Hawaii, he says, is ready to 
pay asubsidy to any company estab- 
lishing a cable line between the two 
countries. Dr. Smith had_ been absent 
from Honolulu for some years, and re- 
turned there only ashort time before 
he was delegated to come to the United 
States. 

He found on his return that the desir 
for annexation to the United States had 
grown greatly during his absence. The 
feeling, he thinks, however, is based 
more on a wish to participate in the 
commercial benefits to be derived there- 
from than from any hope of political 
aggrandisement. From the tenor ofhis 
conversation it is evident that he has no: 
fear of English interference in the af- 
fairs of the islands. 

In regard to the reports of the serious 
illness of Queen Lilioukalani Dr. Smith 
pronounced them humbugs. The Queen 
has now turned 50 years. She has 
never been seriously ill and. now suffers

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HELLMAN CASE. 


Introduction: of Testimony for the 
Defense Comméneed, 


The Rélations Existing Between Catton, 
Bell & Co. and Marco Hellman— 
The Contract Between 

the Parties. 


At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
preliminary examination into ‘the case 
against Marco Hellman, the young 
surance agent charged with having em- 
bezzled $1184 by Messrs. Cotton, Bell 
& Co. of San Francisco, whom he rep- 
resented here, was resumed by Justice 
Stanton in the Township Court. 

Owing to the prominent: standing of 


_ the defendant the case is attracting 


considerable interest, and the court- 
room has been crowded with spectators 
since the matter first came up. An un- 
usual number were present yesterday, 
however, to hear the testimony for the 
defense. 

The only witness examined was Mo- 
‘ritz Meyberg of the firm of Meyberg 
Bros. of this city. He testified to the 
effect that he knew W. F. Clark, 
confidential clerk of the. firm of 
Catton, Bell & Co. of San Francisco, 
and saw him inthe latter part of Au- 
gust last. Clark came down from San 
.Francisco in response to a letter he sent 
to Catton, Bell & Co. signifying his de- 
sire to withdraw from young Hellman’s 
bond. This action was prompted by the 
knowledge, which witness had obtained 
prior to the writing of the letter, 
that the defendant was _ issuing 
policies to persons to whom he 
‘was indebted for money _ bor- 
rowed before he became of age, 
from which he received no returns. 
The inevitable result of such transac- 
tions, being that Hellman’s accounts 
would be short, he determined to with- 
draw from his bond. After talking the 
matter over with Clatk and Hellman, 
respectively, a contract was drawn up, 


‘which the witness signed, between Cat- 


ton, Bell & Co. and Meyberg Bros., 
‘whereby the latter agreed to remit to 
the former every week, the amounts 
collected by Hellman andturned over to 
them for that purpose, the San Fran- 
cisco firm to furnish the Meybergs with 
statements of Hellman’s account in re- 
turn. It was also agreed that on and 
after August 1 Hellman was to receive 
asalary of &800, based upon a com- 
missiou of 25 per cent.. 

On this point the witness’ tes- 
timony differed very considerably 
from that of Clark, as Meyberg stated 
that it was agreed that Hellman 
was to receive $300 per month 
salary, irrespective of the amount 
and that 
if he did aver $1200 worth of bus- 
iness in any one month he was to 
receive 25 per cent. commission addi- 
tional on the excess amount. He also 
stated that it was agreed that Hellman 
was to retain his Jane and July col- 
lections in payment of the August 
salary, but subsequently stated that 
only 20 per cent. was retained. As 
Clark demanded a statement ofthe May 
account in which there was a deficit of 
$800, the witness paid it. He further 
testified that he had known Harry H. 
Smith, the complainant, and special 
agent for Catton, Bell & Co., since the 
agency was established here in January 
last. 

Shortly before the defendant was 
arrested Smith came down from San 
Francisco and demanded of the witness 
‘the sum of $1184, claiming that tn@er 
their contract they were responsible 
for all shortages, and threatened. to 
have Hellman arrested unless the money 
was paid within a specified, time. On 
another occasion, in the presence of 
Waldeck and others, Smith again de- 
manded the money, and when witness 
asked him for a statement of Hellman’s 
account Smith curtly replied that Mey-” 
berg Bros.’ bond having been forfeited 
by reason of Hellman’s discrepancies 
they would -probably ‘have to pay 
Cotton, Bell & Co. $5000 before they 


for the following Thursday afternoon at 
4 o'clock, at which the attorneys for 
both sides were present for the purpose 
of amicably arranging the matter, but 
no agreement was reached. 

At this juncture court adjourned for 
the day ans the case went over until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 


A SAD CASE. 


A Young Man Confeases | to Being an Em. 
bezzler.

‘Eads fpr several months past has been 
employed as a shipping clerk by the 
firm of F. W. Braun & Co. Part of his 
duties consists of making out slips for 
éach order of goods taken out of the 
wholesale stock, showing the nature, 
price, ett., of the goods, which he was 
supposed to hand to the cashier, with 
the amounts paid thereon. It has been 
discovered, however, that on October 
27,-last‘he filled a small order, amount- 
ing to $10, but instead of turning the 
money over to the cashier, he appro- 
priated it and destroyed the slip.

About 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, while the majority of 
the male portion of the town was 
away to their claims working, seven 
men rode up into town, stopping at the 
store of James Robinson, and robbing 
him of allthe money and ammunition 
inthe place. They lefta guard there 
and proceeded to go through the town, 
robbing every store and house on the 
way. When they had about completed 
the job two men happened to come to 
town for powder, and seeing the state 
of affairs opened fire on the outlaws, 
which brought on a pitched battle, with 
the result that two of the robbers were 
killed at the first fire and two others 
were woundcd. 

As soon as the firing began Robinson 
was shot by the man guarding him, but 
his wound did not ita him from 
taking a hand-in- the fight. _Walter- 
Wilson and John Doubleday were also 
wounded but not fatally. The robbers 
succeeded in carrying off $400 in 
money and goods. An organized move- 
ment is now talked of by the people 
who are in danger of their raids. 


Protective Tariffand Lower Prices, . 
{Boston Journal.) 

Mr. Mills derides the Republicans doc! 
asserting, as he claims, that the tariff 
reduces prices and that taking off the 
duty reduces prices. If the assertions 
were made regarding the same com- 
modity, they would be as absurd and 
contradictory as Mr. Mills represents 
them; but they are noso made. As re- 
gards sugar, it is true that taking: off 
the duty reduces prices, because it was 
a revenue duty, unaffected by home 
competition, and, like all revenue 
duties, was paid by the consumer. As 


dezens of other products, the tariff re- 
duces prices, because it permits the es- 
tablishment of flourishing home indus- 
tries, whose competition reduces cost, 
‘and it frees the American consumer 
from the extortionate greed of foreign 
monopolists. A protective tariff tends 
steadily to lower prices, while a rev- 
enue tariff always falls on the shoulders 
of the consumers, because there is no 
home competition to afford relief. 
Both these statements ‘are susceptible 
of demonstration and illustration by 
statistics, as Mr. Mills is presumably 
aware, and it is only to evade the real 
issue with a cheap jest that he repre- 
sents them as conflicting.

bardino county road, $500.”’ :

THE FRUIT GROWERS 


Determine Upon an Active Cam- 
paign the Coming Season. 


A Meeting of the Stockholders Held 
Yesterday. 


Report on Last Season’s 
Submitted. 


Recommendations for the 


Campaign Adopted—Fruit Pledged } 
for Shipment—The Direc- 
tory Organized, 


The stockholders of the Fruit Grow- 


a meeting at the Chamber of Comme 
yesterday morning. 

The meeting was called to order 
8:30 a.m. by Vice-President W. 
Spalding, and a call of the roll sho 
450 shares of stock represented. 

After reading the minutes of the 
ceding meeting, Secretary and Mana

MANAGER'S STATEMENT. 
Report of the manager of Fruit Grow 
Union, season of 1890 and 1891: 
To the Stockholders: The ceport of 


1, 1891, is herewith submitted: 


Statement of cash received and 
bursed: 


From 896 shares stock. $896.00 


This union was incorporated January 31, 
1891. A board of directors was chosen to 
serve for one year and an office opened, in 
which the business of the corporation has 
been transacted, A secretary and mana- 
ger was appointed, who immediately pro- 
ceeded to put the organization in a position 
for business. Inaugurated, as the move- 
ment was, so late in the season, without 
time to appoint eastern agents, with but 
little money on hand and the strong oppo- 
sition of all the buyers in this market, 
backed by a portion of the press, it was up- 
hill work gettingstarted. However, before 
the union was a fortnight old, eastern 
agentsin several large centers had been 
appointed, and the manager announced to 
the growers through the press that he was 
ready to ship their fruit. Owing to draw- 
backs.mentioned above, which necessarily 


business this ‘first season very in 
‘the manager carefully avoided soliciting 
shipments of fruit from members, and in 
several instances he made sales for mem- 
bers to buyers or brokers here at satisfac- 
tory prices. Very little fruit was. offered 
the union by its members for shipment, and 
this fact in itself proves that the union had 
already accomplished one of the principal 
purposes for which it was formed. The 
Buyers’ League was broken. 
The districts which had undoubtedly been 
formed and apportioned among them were 
no longer regarded, competition again be- 
came the order of the day, and prices 
offered for fruit in the orchard made a 
marked advance. The idea in the forma- 
tion of this Union is not to break up or in- 
terfere with the business of anyone; it is 
to be supposed that for a long time to come 
the buyers will handle the bulk of our 
crop, but the object to be attained is the 
rendering of the grower practically inde- 
pendent, so that in making his bargain he 
may deal on even terms and feel that it is 
impossible for the buyer to reduce the 
whole question to one of ‘‘Turkey and Buz- 

There have been subscribed of the capital 
stock 1127 shares, and the amount called 
in by the directors of $1 per share, has 
been paid on 896 shares; leaving 231 
shargs on which the secretary has been un- 
able to collect anything. e should im- 
prove on this condition of affairs, and I be. 
lieve we can. 

The shipments made by the Union since 
its formation have been twenty-four cars of 
Oranges. With the exception of one car 
from Orange, allofthe fruit came from 
Vernon, and could . not be classed as first- 
class fruit. This fruit is generally shipped 
as ‘‘mountain fruit.’ Toward the end of 
the season, the fruit did not carry well, the 
reason being that it was much riper than 
usualon account of dry, hot weather the 
preceding fall. This fact the growers did 
not generally realize. The manager 
frankly acknowleges- that the results ob- 
tained o utone-third the fruit shipped 
by the union were not satisfactory. Onthe 
balance fair prices were obtained. All 
fruit, or nearly all, shipped was packed by 
the union under personal supervision of the 
manager who supplied material at cost, and 
inno case was complaint made of poor 
packing or heating in cars. The growersin 
every 2ase were allowed to dictate time of 
shipment and toship what fruit they chose. 
The failure to obtain satisfactory prices 
was due principally to the above mentioned 
causes, asthe reasons given in every case 
when returns were poor were: First, fruit 
arrived inmarket during aglut, and sec. 
ond, poor quality of fruit. , 

The past season was nota favorable one 
for California shippers. Several causes 
militated against them, Florida had a 
phenomenal sécond crop, which came upon 
the market two and thrce months late, thus 
coming into competition with our fruit. 
This second crop amounted to about 500,- 
000 boxes, the quality of it was generally 
poor, and all througsthe spring the mar- 
kets were kept glutted with this low-grade 
fruit, and prices ruled accordingly. Then 
cold, inclement weather throughout the 
East prevailed until well into May and led 
toa very dullspring market In spite of 
all reports to the contrary, Sicily and Spain 
managed to put upon the markets of the 
Atlantic seaboard not only as much but 
more fruit than usual, thus adding another 
cause for dull markets. 

On the whole the season was a bad one 
for the buyers here, and very little if any 
money was made. The effect ofthis will be 
felt this season by the growers, in my 
opinion, and a great deal of fruit will have 
to be sold on commission, whether we like 
it or not. 

To oneimportant subject the manager 
wou d here call your especial attention, 
and that is the want of all intelligent 
direction in the shipping of the crop of last 
season. Oranges werea glut in Chicago, 
while the market of Minneapolis was bare, 
and the same conditions existed at different 
times in dozen other instances and localities 
during the season. There was a total lack 
of cggperation among shippers. With our 
dJarge and yearly increasing crop the intel- 
ligént direction and distribution of our 
shipments becomes a controlling factor in 
the problem of how to obtain a profit for 
the praducer. Itis the producer's business 
Tiow the crop is handled, for on one thing

| astrong organization on our part we can 
obtain concessions from transportation 
companies shipping facilities and other 
very important advantages, that without 
such organization we cannot hope for. This 
is a most important consideration, and 
should receive your earnest attention. 

The manager would make the following 
suggestions and recommendations:. 

In my letter calling this meeting, atten- 
tion was called to the vital necessity of 
backing the union with pledges of your 
fruit, reserving the option of shipping 
through the union or disposing of your 
crop in some other way and in that case 
paying 2cents per box on your crop to- 
ward the support of the union. 

Ifthe union has 1000 cars of fruit 
pledged toit by its members it would at 
oncé become a power in the land, and would 
make its influence strongly felt for the 
grower's good. If we are not prepared to 
back the union with this kind of support it 
will surely die. It is impossible to use the 
union as ameans to prevent combinations 
against the grower without paying for its 
Support. If it is a good thing it is worth 
paying for, and if mot we do not want it at 
any price. 

I suggested 2 cents asthe amount to be 
paid per box, but as that figure is a very 
small one, you may see fit to increase it. 

I recommend the immediate appointment 
of a competent agent at Chicago and sev. 
eral other large centers, to be determined 
by the Board of Directors, and that in no 
event shall any person or firm be appointed 
agent who is buying fruit on this Coast for 
his or its own account. 

I recommend thatthe union issue weekly 
or semi-weekly bulletins to all its members, 
quoting the correct market prices received 
by wire from several large centers and 
giving general information as to the condi- 
tions of the different markets. 

I recommend that packing houses be es- 
tablished at convenient points where the 
growers can deliver their fruit and have it 
properly packed and shipped, each packing 
house to be in charge of a foreman and the 
whok directly under the manager. 

I recommend that the board of directors 
be instructedeand empowered to jake all 
necessary steps looking to the establishment 
at as early adate as possible, of ahome aucs 
tion for our fruit. Auctions to be held at 
certain points atregular intervals. Fruitto 
be sold in lots or by sample, and all fruit of- 
fered to be protected by the union and 
shipped to eastern agenis of the union in 
case satisfactory bids are not received. It 
may not be possible to establish these auc- 
tions this season, but inmy judgment such 
asystem of sales would be of great benefit. 

The orange crop of Florida is probably 
the largest that State hasever had. Con- 
servative estimates place the figure at 
3,000,000 boxes or 9500 cars. The crop 
is now coming into market, and there is 
every reason to believe will be disposed of 
without trouble and in good season, leaving 
us comparatively clear markets in the 
spring. 

In this State seedlings will be somewhat 


light, butthe crop of budded fruit quite

heavy. The trouble experienced last year 
with large sized budded fruit will probably 
be much less this season. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
union is strictly a codéperative association 
and that any funds which may be paid or 
come into the treasury over and above 
_actual necessary expenses will be repaid to 
members in the shape of stock dividends. 

An organixation of this kind cannot in 
reason be expected to attain perfection in 
its workings in one-or two seasons, but 


then have the courage of our convictions 
and patiently, doggedly stand by this union 
of ours we shall surely be amply rewarded 
by good results obtained, and the knowledge 
that, through its instrumentality the fruit 
growing industry of Southern California. 
has been placed upon a true business

Tue Times.| What I am endeavoring to 
interpret will not be believed by more 
than one in fifty of your readers, even 
if | present the most signal and con- 
clusive evidence. For Christ distinctly 
stated.this would be the case—that it 
should be as in the days before the flood 
they were eating anddrinking . . . 
and knew not until the flood came and 
took them all away. 

The apostle also depicted the deprav- 


ity and unbelief of the latter days— 


pretty much as it exists now. 

Although here on the Pacific we have 
apparently immunity from the suffer- 
ings, disasters and calamities which are 
devastating other portions of the globe, 
what assurance .can be given that this 
imay not all be changed before the next 
sunrise... 

This year has shown more startling 
phenomena than any otherin the cen- 
tury. Each day the newspaper columns 
are not only filled with details of most 
brutal crimes, but the accidents of all 
kinds are increased. tremendously, and 
destruction of life. Governments no- 
tice this: ‘The ministers also discussed 
the gravity of.the enormous increase in 
france of railroad accidents.’’ And 
¢hen there comes not only war, and 

eparations for war everywhere—but 

mine stalks abroad in the most fertile 


localities; and stormsand floods and 


earthquakes have destroyed tens of 
thousands of lives,and thousands of 
millions of property, and dearth and 
drouth pervade other localities. It 
would look as if the human 
heart is devoid of belief, if the 
general rising of the rivers in 
Continental Europe and the uprising of 
volcanos in the Mediterranean, are not 
received as significant, and the earth- 
quakes in South America, Central 
America, Japan, etc., in some manner 
The storms upon the At- 
lantic ineOctober have been unprece- 
dented, such as no past age records. 
The telegraph depicts this in England 
under date of October 238, the effect of 
tidal waves: ‘‘In the county of Somer- 
set 140,000 acres of land have been 
submerged, while the dykes have 
everywhere been swept away. The 
county has assumed the ‘aspect which it 
presented in the time of Alfred the 
Great, and the Island of Athelney, 
where the monarch took refuge during 


the Danish invasion, has again been 


created. Windsor Castle is looming 
frowningly upon the vast expanse of wa- 
ters which surround it on allsides. The 
Thames’ side houses are being rapidly de- 
serted by their occupants, who are to be 
seen paddling about in canoes looking 
for dry land whereon to place their 
families and such of their effects as 
they have been able to save from the 
devouring floods. Swamps around the 
town of Windsor and the county of Kent, 
the Fen districts of Lincolnshire and 
the midland counties are deluged. 

In many parts of France ‘‘the plains 
have been converted into lakes and in 
numberless instances the villagers have 
had to seek refuge in the churches.”’ 
John, in his Revelations, intended to 
show the occurring events in the long 
cycle of centuries in connection with 
the church. The Catholic Church has 
been portrayed and the rise and fall of 
the Papacy—now on the verge of cul- 
mination, with the declarations of Leo 
X11 (lion) that he looks forward to 
assassination, but ‘‘will not.capitulate 
The Pope may 
any day become a fugitive from Rome 
to seek another. home—but with that 
abandonment the Papacy falls; and 
there may be never another selection 
ofa Pope. And this comes significantly 
when in Europe there are over 16,000,- 
0OO of soldiers in battle array. It is fit 
that the death of such a great power— 
such a system as proclaimed itself Vicar 
of Christ—should have as witness to its 
funeral the salvos of artillery and 
crackle of these myriads of human 
beings who may be precipitated without 


a moment’s notice into the collisions 


which will make the whole earth tremble 
and resound with the tramp of armed 
men. 

There hasbeen but one obstacle in 
the past six years to prevent universal 
war. Russia has had its vast resources 
and absolutism, and more soldiers ready 
than all continental Europe combined. 
Only one element was lacking—a full 
supplyof money. The Austrian bankers 
boycotted Russian loans, so did all the 
Jewish houses, and the English bankers, 
and the German Emperor told his bank- 


ers: ‘‘M@mey loaned to Russia is 
to be used in war against us.’’ 
That question is solved. The Rus- 
sian loan of $100,000,000 was 


offered in France against all these 
financial difficulties—and the French 
people alone subscribed $700,000,000. 
The Czar can get all the money he 
wants—the famine gives him 5,000,- 
OOO more soldiers, whenever he orders 
all his equipped troops and fleets across 
their frontiers. No nation will be able 
to send a man to attack Russia, and in 
six months the Czar could march a re- 
serve of 1,000,000 to the enemy’s 


country, and in twelve. months 2,000,- 


000 more to fill up his depleted ranks. 
Upon the side of Russia there will be 
Turkey and all Islam, Persia, Northern 
Africa, Affghanistan, Serira, Greece, 
Montenegro, Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark and France, with insurrections in 
India, and with the advance into Ger- 
many restoration of Hanover, and rev- 
olution in other logalities. Affghanis- 
tan has just sent toSt. Petersburgh to 


~~ €onclude a treaty. ‘The United States 


will be in this conflict—on the side of 
Russia. How it will come, nobody can 
foresee, for a day will bring forth start- 
ling changes. Even from this Chile 
murderous assault we could easily be 
involved in an attack bv our fleet, and 
an interference by Great, Britain to pro- 
tect the hundred. of millions of English 
investments and the possession of the 
Guano Islands, worth in themselves, 
other hundreds of millions. And, as I 
have written more than a year ago, the 
first gun fired against the union of En- 
gland would be the signal for Russia 
and France to move their armies and 
their fleets. 

It may seem strange to some that all 
Islam could become subject to the Czar; 
and the Sultan hold power as a feuda- 
tory. But this issimply the recurrence 
of the instantaneous change effected in 
Russia athousand years ago. It will 
be easy for Mahometans, believing in 
one God, to accept the religion of the 
Czar, if ordered to do so, when he has 
fullsway and the wondrous miracles 
(Christ proclaimed were to be permit- 
ted) are blazoned before the world. 
Islam believes in all the prophets, and 
that Christ was the greatest except 
Mahomet. They will adopt the new 
ruler and vicegerent just as the Rus- 
sians did when the Czar Wolodomir de- 
sired to marry the Greek Emperor's 


daughter, and was- informed that she } 


could only be obtained by his conver- 


“sion from idolatrous heathenism. Gib- 


bons describes: ‘*Then, at the Czar’s 
despotic command, Peround, the’ God of 
thunder, whom’ he and all his subjects 
had so johg adored, was dragged through 
the streets of Kion; and twelve sturdy 
barbarians battered with clnbs the mis- 


_ Shapen image, which was indignantly 


cast into the waters of the Borysthenes. 
The edict of Wolodomir had proclaimed 


that all who should refuse the rites 


cellence of a doctrine which had been 
embraced by the great Duke and his 
boyars.”’.

The Poles have been prohibited from 
using their language in the schools; and 
in many localities Germans, Poles, Jews, 
and others threatened with arrest for 
conversing in their own tongue. It is 
not only against the Jews that the bit- 
terest efforts are leveled, but against all 
who do not BOW DOWN TO THE SUPREMACY 
OF THE GREEK CHURCH. The laws are 
being made more cruel every month 
against the Jews, and the officials from 
whom no appeal is ever known, enforce 
their rulesin all the provinces. It has 
just come to light—the amazing state- 
ment that between April of 1881 and 
June, 1882, not less than 225,000 Jew- 
ish families, comprising overa million 
souls, fled from Russia.

Since then no 
prophet has appeared Two thousand 
and three hundred years from that date 
gives 19038, foreshadowed as the culmi- 
nation of most wondrous events—pre- 
ceded by 2300 days of calamity -and 
trouble. 

When Daniel informed Nebuchadnez- 
zar that God would punish him ‘seven 
times,’’ this was typical of 7x360, 
2520 years during which the ‘‘times of 
the Gentiles’’ should run. It may read- 
ily be supposed this began on the day 
the King captured Jerusalem, and des- 
ecrated and pillaged the temple. Chro- 
nologists now generally concur that this 
was 606-7 years before Christ, as the 
Pope and Mahomet arose in 606-7 after 
Christ. Two thousand five hundred and 
twenty years after Nebuchadnezzar’s 
sacrilege would give us 1918-14, as 
the culmination of ES events, and the 
advent of Christ. ring the ten years 
preceding the advent the Russians will 
be destroyed in Palestine, and the 
events will come of which John gives 
description in xvi Revelations. Christ 
said: ‘‘For then shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the. begin- 
ning of the world to this time, no, nor 
ever shall be. And except those 
days should be shortened, there should 
no flesh be saved ; but for the elect’s 
sake those days shall be shortened.”’ 

In my next and concluding article, I 
will show what the destructive ele- 
ments are to be inthe ‘great tribula- 
tion’’ now probably near at hand in the 
next fifteen or twenty years.
